Bishop McFaul’s Explanation of the Ob- 
jects of the Organization—Not 
to Go Into Politics. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. -Bishop Mc- 
Faul, after reading a dispatch from Rome 
relative to the charge that he and Bishop 
Mesmer of Green Bay aiméd ‘‘to organize 
a.Catholic party in local and National 
polities on the model of the Catholic Centre 
Party of Germany, which, by holding thé 
the Reichstag, has 
to get many valuable concessions 
’ said this evening: 

‘Ever the establishment of the 
Federation a few narrow-minded people 
have denounced it because they feared the 
organization might enter partisan politics. 

‘It has now been more than three years 
in existence, and no one can truthfully 

. sl . 

accuse it of having entered into the field 
of politics, In fact, no individual organiza- 
tion has or could engage in partisan poli- 
tics; a course would be suicidal. For 
greater any organization com- 
many of 
whose members are Republicans and Demo- 
crats, would seek self-destruction by ad- 
vocating the advancement of any special 
political party.” 

The Bishop said that the object of the 
Federation, as stated in its constitution, 
set at rest all misunderstanding on the 
question. The object as set forth in the 
constitution is as follows: 

The objects of this federation are the cement- 
ing of the bonds of fraternal union among the 
Catholte laity and the Catholic societies of the 
United States; the fostering and protecting of 
Catholic interests and works of religion, piety, 
education, and charity; the study of conditions 
in our social life; the dissemination of the truth 
and the encouragement of the spread of Catholic 
literature, and of the circulation of the Catholic 
press. 

The Bishop added that if an attempt be 
made to have the movement condemned at 
Rome, the Vatican authorities will not act 
precipitately; that they will listen to the 
friends of the federatidn. In conclusion 
he said: 

‘The organization has the approbation of 
more than forty Bishops and Archbishops 
of the United States. Among others, two 
most eminent and conservative members 
of the hierarchy, Archbishops Katzer and 
Elder, are members of the Advisory Board. 

“Tt will be found on examination that 
the objects of the federation are in entire 
conformity with the ideas set forth in the 
Papal letters upon Socialism, Christian 
Democracy, the Christian Press, the Apos- 
tolate of the Laity, &c. The federation 
is striving to propogate the ideas of the 
great pontiff, Leo XIII.’

us he fired. Some excitable neighbors also 
thought they had seen the thieves running 
and some said there had been a regular 
furillade of shots as they fled. 

Then the policeman praised Reilly some 
more, and went to work. Their first re- 
port was that the robbers could not have 
entered as he said; their next was that he 
had things put away in his room that 
a man in his position would not be likely 
either to buy or receive as presents, and 
then they found that he had presented two 
letters of recommendation, purporting to 
be from Peter Whitney of 2 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, whom he had served as sec- 
ond butler before coming to his present 
place—Juilliard’s—about ten weeks ago. 

Mr. Whitney said that Reilly had worked 
for him as stated, but that for reasons 
known to himself he had given him no let- 
ters.

Aged Convict, Twenty-four Years 
in Jail, Sees New Metropolis. 


Brought to Plead for Relief from Life

With o wonder not unlike that of Rip 
Van Wirkle come down from his long sleep

} had wrdéught in the life and appearance of 


his village. there came yesterday into the 
rush and the roar of the great metropolis, 
which had been his home, an old man, for 
nearly a quarter of a century immured 
within the walls of Sing Sing Prison. He 
came to plead in court that a sentence of 
tife imprisonment be lifted. He beheld a New 
York strangely and marvelously different 
from the New York he had known when in 
the venties he left it to be shut off from 
the world.

Miss Mac- 
Carthy seemed more at home in Saint- 
Saéns's concerto, which she attacked with 
much aplomb and played with.a_cer- 
tein facility; she was not always” cer- 
in the more florid passages, and her 
presentation of the piece was neither au- 
thoritacdive nor brilliant. 

The young plaver is undoubtedly pos- 
sessed of talent and it has been molded by 
good scheoling; but she is not yet ready to 
make any considerable mark in the musical 
doings of this city, nor to occupy the posi- 
tion which she aspires to fill at the pres- 
ent’ time 

Mr. Whiting played the piano part of 
the sonata with sympathy and a fine feel- 
ing for its subtler values, and he after- 
ward gave a number of Brahms's short 
piano pieces, which he has been among the 
most zealous in bringing to public atten- 
tion and in causing to be admired. 


DEZSO NEMES’S RECITAL, 


Mr. Dezsié Nemes, a Hungarian violinist 


hitherto unknown by name or reputation In 
New York, made an appeal to the suffrages 
of the public last evening at Mendelssohn 
Hall, where he gave a concert with the 
orchestra of the Metropolitan Opera House, 
which was under the direction of Mr. Her- 
mann Hans Wetzler. The manner of his 
appearance was calculated to win appro- 
bation as dignified and moderate. There 
had been no resounding proclamation made 
as to his abilities or his successes in Fu- 
rope, and he elected to stand on his own 
merits. He played Wieniawski's second 
concerto in D minor and the Mendelssohn 
concerto, with the orchestra. 

in addition he gave three lesser pieces 
with pianoforte accompaniment, (played by 
Mme. Nemes,) an aria and a canzonetta 
by composers whose names are unfamiliar, 
Tenaglia and D'Ambrosio, respectively, 
but which sound as Italian as their music, 
and a Hungarian piece, a ‘ Scardajelen- 
tek.” by the Hungarian Jeno Hubay. To 
these he added the well-known air \from 
Bach's D major suite. 

Mr. Nemes’s playing Hungarian in 
thut informs 
it. Jt is full of spirit and energy that are 
not always restrained by a sense of modera- 
tion, balance, and the artistic fitness of 
things, though he knows how to use them 
fo produce stirring effects. His bowing is 
not altogether free or dexterous, and his 
left hand is facile, though it leads him 
sometimes to false intonation. , 

it is in respect of his tone that Mr. Nemes 
chiefly fails to chari. There is little 
beauty in it, for it is now strident, now 
hollow in quality, and it is rarely the sing- 
ing and colorful voice that Is the essence 
of ‘the violin’s emotional power. Mr. 
Nemes's impetuous style best fits such 
works as Wienlawski's concerto, with its 
suggestions of Polish fire and melancholy, 
and of the gypsy rhythms in its finale, and 
the characteristic Hungarian piece of 
Hubay's. 

His performance of the Mendelssohn con- 
certo had little distinction or ‘artistic re- 
pose, and the quality of his tone forestalled 
: eliciting of much of the charm that 
still inheres in it, even though it be one of 
the most hackneyed pieces of the violinist's 
repertory. With all the fire and elasticity 
of spirit that mark Mr. Nemes’s playing, 
he is not an artist who is likely to move 
this public tuo

L. Downing, the man to whom has 
befallen this experience, in 1878 lived in a 
tenement at 454 West Nineteenth Street, 
this city, and worked as a shoemaker. On 
Dec. 3 of that year his wife, Mary, was 
found dead in her apartments, and he was 
aecused of inflicting her fatal injuries. He 
asserts now that he was induced by Benja- 
min K. Phelps, then District Attorney, to 
plead guilty to manslaughter in the first 
degree, on the representation that he would 
get only a light sentence. At that time the 
Revised Statutes provided that the punish- 
ment for the crime of manslaughter in the 
first degree should be imprisonment for 
not less than seven years. In January, 
1s79, Judge Cowing sentenced Downing to 


life imprisonment in Sing Sing. Stunned 
by the sentence Downing made no protest. 

Several men who became interested in 
Downing'’s case two years ago got Norman 
J. Marsh to take up the matter, He learned 
that both Downing and his wife were drunk 
on the night she was found dead, and that 
the evidence adduced against the man be- 
fore the Grand Jury was, in part, hearsay. 
After vainly trying to get the Governor to 
take action in the case, Mr. Marsh ob- 
tained from Justice Gaynor of the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, about ten days ago a 
writ of habeas corpus and certiorari to have 
the case reviewed. 

Justice Gaynor said yesterday that if he 
concluded that Downing had been illegally 
sentenced he would not send him back to 
be resentenced, as the twenty years he 
might have received had expired. The 
Justice directed the lawyers to hand up 
briefs to-day. Justice Gaynor 
that the aged prisoner might be kept in the 
eity until a decision could be reached, 
but the old man said he was willing to 
await the result in prison. 

‘IT have become quite used to it 
he said with a wan smile. 

Downing came down from Sing Sing with 
State Detective Jackson. He had never 
ridden on an elevated railroad before, and 
did not discover that he was riding on a 
railway up in the air until he had trav- 
eled some distance down from the Grand 
Central Station. The fact that the train 
was propelled by electricity was another 
cause for wonder to him. He wig greatly 
bewildered by the crowds tn the streets and 
on the cars, and when he reached Park 
Row and saw the skyscrapers he was lost 
in amazement. 

Crossing the Brooklyn Bridge, the old 
man was quite beside himself with wonder 
and delight when his weakened eyes beheld 
the river far below and the impressive view 
of the city and the harbor. 

When seen as he was leaving court Down- 
ing said he expected to be released and in- 
tended to go back to his old trade of shoe- 
making. It was said that a millionaire shoe 
manufacturer of Chicago had agreed to 
give the old man employment should he 
obtain his liberty.

VON HOLLEBEN AT PARIS. 


Retiring Ambassador Talks of 
Leaving and of His Regard for

PARIS, Jan. ~Dr. von Holleben, the 
retiring German Ambassador to the United 
States, who arrived here yesterday from 
Cherbourg, still suffering from his re- 
cent illness.

DIVORCE. AND THE CHURCH 


Bishop Burgess of Long Island 
Attacks Episcopalian Laxity. 


At Church Club Dinner Eulogizes Attl- 


tude of Rome—Bishop Potter and 
Whitelaw Reid Speak. 


The question of marriage and divorce, the 
proposed change of name, and other ques- 
tions which have agitated the Protestant 
Church of this country during 
years, in for a great deal of 
ion by such eminent churchmen as 
Potter of New York and Bishop 
of Long Island at the sixteenth 
annual dinner of the Church Club, held at 
Sherry’s last night. 

S. Nicholson Kane presided in the ab- 
of J. Macculloch Miller, the Presi- 
dent of the club, who is ill.

He was 
ordained, if I remember right, by the Arch- 
bishop of Bonn, a Bishop of the old Cath- 
olic Church. He was consecrated by an- 
other Bishop, and if I have been rightly 
informed, by the Archbishop of Utrecht. 
We cannot question ‘these orders; his or- 
dination is unimpeachable. The movement 
of which he is the head, the gld Catholic 
movement, is one of great interest and im- 
portance in the Middle West, and I think it 
w@uld be a wise move for this Church to 
recognize Bishop Koslowski.’’ 

The old Catholic Church is a body which 
separated from the Roman Catholic Church 
and subsequently applied for admission to 
the Episcopal, Church in this country. A 
special convention was held last Fall in 
Philadelphia, when the question of ad- 
mitting them was left in the hands of a 
committee, after a great deal of argu- 
ment for and against. The movement has 
about 70,000 followers, mostly Slavonians, 
in this country, and also a considerable 
following in Europe. 

I have great hope in our relation to the 
old Catholic movement,’ Bishop Potter 
continued. ‘It is of wider importance than 
any other which so far bas appeared on 
the horizon. We may be believers in the 
Reformation, but we must think of our 
brethren in the Slavonic countries who to 
a certain extent are in sympathy with our 
order of service. You are not a legislative 
body, but J think the Church Club can do 
a great deal toward opening the door. I 
venture to say it will provoke considera- 
ble antagonism in certain quarters, but the 
most profound thought in the church will 
sympathize with you in the fullest meas-

Bishop Burgess spoke about the proposed 
change of name and the divorce canons. 
The name suggested for the Episcopal 
Church is ‘‘ The Catholic Church of Amer- 

‘What does it matter whether we change 
our name or not,”’ said the Bishop. ‘‘ While 
I do not apprehend that our Church would 
suffer any loss of standing by doing so, 
for we are too influential for that, and 
this country’ looks to us for more even 
than we can imagine at present, I doubt 
whether it would serve to enhance our 
influence or favorably impress the people. 
What I know is that it would cause a 
great deal of confusion in real estate, for 
I can assure you that the Reformed Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church would not be 
slow to gobble up our titles. 

‘I want to say to you that I consider all 
this talk about changing the name of the 
church as premature. We have other things 
of more importance to attend to just now. 
We rejoice in the name Protestant. We are 
told that that name is a negative. But is 
it’ It is a protest against the errors of 
Rome For my part I want to protest not 
only against the errors of Rome, but against 
the errors of London, or Paris, g Boston, 
or New York, or wherever they appear. Ac- 
cording to my conception a Protestant is a 
Christian who is not a Roman Catholic. 

‘A great modern historian has written 
an entire chapter against the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. He counts up all her errors 
and wrongs, but balances it all up in the 
last sentence where he says that she has 
made duty plain to the people, exalted the 
ideal of marriage, and raised the wife to 
be her husband's equal by forbidding any 
man within the pale to have more than one 
wife. In that respect, certainly, the Church 
of Rome has been like the shadow of a 
mighty rock in many a weary land. 

am not here to make a plea for the 
Roman Catholic Church. I believe her 
doctrine of infallibility foolish and the 
doctrine of transubstantiation unphilosoh- 
ical and unreasonable. I cannot forget, 
though, that that Church has stood: in 
this country as a bulwark against divorce 
and a champion for the inviolability of the 
marriz ige tie. 

If we turn to our Church what do we 
find? We will find that our Prayer Book 
stands for one thing, while our canons tell 
an entirely different story. It seems to me 
that the most important work we have on 
hand at present is to harmonize our canons 
and our Book of Common Prayer. Let us 
do that first and then it will be time 
enough to think of changing our name, 

‘No one can deny that the evil of 
vorce has eaten out all the moral 
from our land. Young men and young wo- 
men are brought up under the idea that a 
marriage can be easily and properly dis- 
solved. The children in our great schools, 
when vacation time comes, do not know 
where to as it. The parents are di- 
vorced, and each has established a new 
home. Even the solid middle classes, 
where divorce was shunned once, now seem 
to think it all right. 

‘If you want me to agitate for a change 
of name, then you must bring our Church 
up to the standard of the Roman Church 
in this respect and stand shoulder to 
shoulder with her in battling against this 
evil. We must consider that question be- 
fore we consider the question of changing 
the name.” 

Whitelaw Reid criticised “ 
nals, “‘ yellow’’ preachers, 
munistiec tendencies of the age, which 
characterized as the eatest menace 
the country and to civilization. 

We go to church to be taught things 
that should tend to our eternal welfare,” 
sald Mr. Reid, ‘‘and we are only too often 
treated to an editorial—and a ‘yellow’ 
journal editorial at that.

OPPOSE JEROME EXCISE BILL. 


Republican Leaders ‘Indicate 
When the Measure for Sunday 
Opening of Saloons Is Presented.

ALBANY, Jan. 22.—District Attorney 
rome’s Excise bill was introduced to-day 
by Assemblyman Howard Conkling of the 
Twenty-fifth District. It provides for the 
opening’ of the saloons of New York City 
after 1 o'clock in the afternoon on Sundays. 

Assemblyman Jean Burnett, Chairman of 
the Assembly Cities Committee, who comes 
from the same county Senator Raines, 
said to-day that Mr. Jerome's bill would 
never get out of the Excise Committee if 
he could prevent such action. 

‘I fought a similar bill sent here by Mr. 
Jerome at the iast session,””’ Mr. Burnett 
said, ‘‘ with the result that it was never 
even reported, and I think the measure 
introduced by Mr. Conkling will meet a 
like fate. If it should get out of the com- 
mittee I wil! fight it on the floor, and if 
it should get through the Assembly I will 
do all I can to defeat it in the Senate. 

‘The bill, I know, is said to be backed 
by a considerable sentiment in New York 
City, but I am absolutely confident that 
it does not voice the sentiment of the com- 
munity. It is an assault on the American 
Sabbath, and the people of the State have 
too much pride in the State’s metropolis 
to pass legislation which would _tend to 
make the Sabbath there a day of drunk- 
enness and disorder.”’

TOPICS OF ‘THE TIMES. 


——Recently collected statiotion indicate— 
perhaps it would be safer to say hint--that 
more women now than formerly go to 
college without any intention of putting 
the education they acquire to direct use 
in the earning of money. In other words, 
there is an increasing tendency to make 
intellectual training an end and not a 
means. Absolutely accurate answers to 
such questions as How many college wom- 
en marry? and How many college women 
teach? could not be obtained, of course, 
without more trouble than anybody is will- 
ing to take, since the subjects of the inquir- 
ies are very widely scattered and not al- 
Ways responsive, but approximate figures 
are available and significant. When Pres- 
ident M. Carsy THOmas of Bryn Mawr 
prepared for the Paris Exposition of 1900 
her monograph on “ The Higher Education 
of Women" she found that in 1895 37.7 
per cent. of Vassar graduates were teach- 
ing and 2 per cent. were engaged in gradu- 
ate study. In 1898, she found, 49.7 per cent. 
of the Radcliffe Alumnae were teaching 
and 8.7 per cent. were engaged in graduate 
study. At Bryn Mawr, in 1899, 39 per cent. 
of the graduates were teaching and 11.4 
per cent. were engaged in graduate study. 
Radcliffe, that year, had 17.5 of her Alum- 
nae unmarried and without professional 
occupation, while Bryn Mawr had 26.6 per 
cent. Recently Bryn Mawr has published 
figures for 1901, collected by her Alumnae 
Association. It appears that only 30.8 per 
cent. of Bryn Mawr graduates are teaching 
and 9 per cent. engaged in graduate study, 
while 24.4 are married, if the two classes 
last graduated are not included. The fact 
that fewer of the Bryn Mawr graduates 
are teaching now than three years ago does 
not mean that Bryn Mawr has in any way 
lowered her standard of work, for every 
change that is made there in the college 
curriculum has been a step up higher.

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URGING THE CUBAN TREATY. 


President Besieged by Merchants and 
Manufacturers Who Have Heavy 
Contingent Orders.

WASHINGTON, Jan. Numerous let- 
ters are being received by Senators and 
Representatives from business men 
throughout the country urging the speedy 
ratification of the Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
Many of these letters are from the West. 
All express the belief that the establishing 
of reciprocal commercial relations between 
the two countries will tend to build up an 
extensive trade between the United States 
and Cuba, in which a large quantity of 
manufactured products as well as agricul- 
tural products from this country will nat- 
urally be included. 

Messrs. William J, Van Patten and R. J.

Patten informed the President that his in- 
formaion led him to believe business men 
throughout the country were deeply con- 
cerned for the ratification of the Cuban 
treaty. Among this class of men there was 
no doubt about the value of the treaty to 
the business interests of this country. 

** My own individual case,’ said Mr. Pat- 
ten, ‘illustrates the importance of the 
j treaty and the necessity for speedy ratifi- 

cation. I have orders for $10,000 worth of 
goods for shipment to Cuba in case the 
treaty is ratified. If not ratified the or- 
ders will be canceled, simply for the reason 
that the business involved cannot be 
profitably conducted under conditions that 
now obtain. There is little doubt but that 
many business houses in every section of 
the country are in the same position.” 

Similar communications have been made 

to the President by other business men who 
have called upon him, and the same belief 
is expressed in the numerous letters daily 
received at the White House. Anticipating 
ratification, Cuban merchant? have placed 
large orders in this country for.goods of 
almost evéry description that are likely to 
find a market in the island and which will 
be given admission at the reduced duties, 
the orders being contingent on the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty.

Mayor Smythe said that the colored peo- 
ple did not do any business before the Cus- 
tom House, and were not entitled to the 
office. There were no colored people in the 
Custom House in positions of responsibility. 
He thought it was distinctly offensive to 
the community to foist a negro on the peo- 
ple in this wa; 

Mr. Hemphill said that Dr. Crum had 
gone to the Minneapolis Convention in 1892 
as a Harrison delegate and sold out to the 
Blaine interests. The committee at once 
demanded proof of this statement. Mr. 
Hemphill said he had none except the com- 
mon and undenied statements current as 
public information. He was told that that 
would not do, and that if he had any tan- 
gible evidence of the truth of his state- 
ments to bring it in and it would be con- 
sidered. 

Dr. Crum’s friends, Messrs. Pinchback 
and McKinley spoke briefly for him, say- 
ing he was one-eighth colored and seven- 
eights white, that he was well educated, 
and that there had never been any criticism 
of his ability or integrity. They said a 
colored Deputy Collector of the Port had 
proved thoroughly capable and had served 
acceptably, and they believed this would 
prove true of Dr. Crum if he entered the 
office.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Since the pas- 
sage of the Philippine Tariff bill by the 
House there has been persistent opposition 
tu that measure by the sugar and tobacco 
men, who have brought their influence 
cessfully to bear the Senate Philippine 
Committee.

This reduction of 75 per 
cent, the rates of the Dingley act on 
sugar and tobacco was not Satistactory to 
the growers and manufacturers of sugar

—_ would seriously interfere with those 
two industries in the United States. 

Yielding to this argument, and in order 
not to jeopardize the success of the bill in 
the Senate, the committee decided to make 
radical changes in the House bill. As re- 
pcrted to-day, the bill provides that_the 
duty on sugar and tobacco from the Phil- 
ijpines shall be admitted at 50 per cent. of 
the present rates of duty, and that all 
other articles and commodities grown and 
manufactured in the islands shall be ad- 
mitted free.

CONTRACT FOR LIFE ‘Eurtorunns.—The 
defense of the New York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad Company to an action 
brought against it by John H. Usher to re- 
cover for the breach of a contract, whereby 
the railroad company agreed to employ him 
for life as a flagman, was that such 
tract was beyond the authority of Division 
Superintendent William G. Watson, who 
made it. The contract was made with 
Usher because he claimed the right to sue 
for damages for injuries which he received 
while a brakeman on the road* He was in- 
jured in March, 1895, and the promise of 
permanent employment was made by Wat- 
son in the month of June following.

The company took a general release 
from him and gave him the employment 
promised and kept him at it until Novem- 
ber, 1900, when he was discharged. The

Stocks irregular. 


The bombardment of Fort San Carlos 
by three German warships’ had a de- 
pressing effect on the stock market yes- 
terday morning. It revived the appre- 
hensions of possible international com- 
plications as a result of the mysterious 
and unsatisfactory position of Germany 
; _ toward the Venezuelan\controversy. The 

feeling of apprehension from this cause 

wore off, however, as the day progressed, 
the idea prevailing that the matter 
would be adjusted by diplomacy. The 
fact that England was nbdt concérned in 
the bombardment was the most favora- 
ble feature of the situation. The market 
was firmer in the afternoon, with the 
- St. Louis and San Francisco stocks and 
-- the Oregon Short Line bonds the feat- 
ures. The former advanced sharply with 
revived rumors of further extensions and 
ef a closer alliance with the Southern 

Railway. The heavy buying of the Short 

Tine bonds was attributed to the pros- 

pect of an increased dividend on North- 

ern Securities, although the Oregon Short 

‘Line does not begin to participate until 

February, 1904. It was not until after 

the close of business that the action of 

the Northern Securities Directors in ad- 

vancing the quarterly dividend to 1% 

per cent. was announced. 

The market was the dullest and nar- 
rowest of the year. The total sales were 
under 400,000 shares, and the closing 
prices showed gains and losses nearly 
equally divided. Such a restricted mar- 
ket represented nothing but professional 
trading without any pronounced trend 
to the speculation. There was no spe- 
cial change in the money and exchange 
markets. The banks are still gaining 
heavily in cash. The demand for grain 
for export keeps up its rapid pace, and 
resulted yesterday in an advance in 
prices for wheat and corn. Some atten- 
tion was given to the question of possi- 

ble rights to stockholders of St. Paul, a 

question that has been mooted for some 

time but has not yet been settled, al- 
though the conservative opinion yester- 
day was that the management would 
probably not declare rights. There was 
no action at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Directors. The sluggishness of the mar- 
ket is a great disappointment to the 
traders and commission brokers. There 
were times yesterday when the ticker 
was long silent. The attendance in the 
board room was reduced and the brokers’ 
offices were deserted save by those that 
gmake the market a daily study.

BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT. 

While the whole market opened lower as 
a result of the uneasiness created by the 
new Venezuelan developments, the greatest 
weakness, singularly enough, was in a 
stock which would suffer least of all in 
any international complications. This was 
Brocklyn Rapid Transit, which having 
closed on Wednesday at 68% surprised the 
Street and its friends by opening down at 
6714 and 674%. It promptly ralied, but at no 
time reached as high a figure as Wednes- 
day’s close. 

In some quarters the belief was that an 
unfortunate error on the part of one of the 
news agencies in reporting a decrease of 
$68,760 in the company’s December net 
earnings instead of an increase—the report 
of the decrease being sent out over many 
wires—may have been responsible for the 
early weakness. 


AMALGAMATED COPPER. 

Amalgamated Copper was much quieter 
than for some days past. The stock sold 
ex-dividend during the day, and closed 
fractionally lower. 

Some interests in the Street were inclined 
to attach significance to the fact that a 
firm which for more than a week past has 
been selling quietly each day from 1,000 to 
2,000 shares of the stock was yesterday 
again a seller of about 1,500 shares. This 
firm usually does business for Boston in- 
terests. In well-informed quarters, how- 
ever, little attention was paid to this sell- 
ing 


GREAT NORTHERN AT HIGHEST. 
One of the features of the day was the 
advance of 3 points in Great Northern pre- 
ferred stock to the highest price on record, 
though only 1,700 shares changed hands. 
Of these, 1,000 shares were taken by a 
firm which was most active on the buying 


side of Northern Pacific when the contest 
for control was on, it subsequently devel- 
oping that this buying was for the ac- 
count of the Morgan-Hill interests. 

The advance led to the report that a 
special meeting might be held at any time, 
when the much-talked-of ‘‘ melon cutting 
would be made. This could not be con- 
firmed. 


EXPECTATIONS NOT REALIZED, 

A perusal of the various bulletins put out 
during the day by Stock Exchange houses 
and 2 canvass of the leading commission 
houses, disclose pretty clearly that, had it 
not been for the Venezuelan developments 
the expectation was of a generally higher 
market. It is a fact thag many intending 
buyers who came down in the morning were 
restrainec from making their purchases by 
reasor of the Venezuelan happening—or if 
they were not through this they were later 
by reason of the policy of caution and con- 
servatism urged upon them by their brok- 
ers. 

Uner the circumstances the comparative 
steadiness of the market was a source of 
decided surprise to most people in the 
Street. It was believed, however, that the 
buying came from substantial interests. 
Apropos of this, it may be said that traders 
and professionals who were the largest sell- 
ers in the early trading were surprised to 
finc many thousand-share buying orders at 
practically little concessions. 


HIGHER WAGES, AND IRON. 

Discussing the condition of the pig iron 
market, Rogers, Brown & Co., after noting 
that the demand is mainly for Winter and 
Spring deliveries, and that buyers feel un- 
reconciled to the prices that are asked, 
make this interesting statement: 

It seems evident that the underlying conditions 
of wages, &c., must change, or the views o 
consumers must be adjusted to materially higher 
prices than the average of the past year. Sev- 
eral instances have been mentioned where the 
coke bills of furnace companies, commencing in 
January, are more than double those of the cor- 
responding months of last year for the same 
tonnage. Even at the high figures, fuel is not 
furnished actording to contract, and costly stop- 
pages are constantly occurring. Nearly all fur- 
naces have been delivering on old and low price 
contracts and still have more or less of such 
business to work up. Many of these orders were 
filled at an actual loss. It was supposed that 
the new business at higher prices would average 
up. Now, however, come the unexpected high 
costs, and the unhappy furnaceman its led to 
wonder whether he is not better off in times 
of depression and low prices. 

There is little disposition by either buyers or 
sellers to discuss the last half year. With the 
coal miners in session demanding further heavy 
increase in wages: with the railroads talking 
further freight advance, and with labor in 
other departments reaching out for more, the 
furnaceman is quite as willing as the buyer to 
let the last half take care of itself.
